They have muintained the strug- 
gle with so determined a resolve, and, when 
driven from the field, have prepared for new 
efforts with so deep a determination, that the 
loss ofanother baitle, though it has cheated 
their hopes, cannot be supposed to have seal- 
e | their fate; and whether negociation or not 
be employed in their behalf, we can scarcely 
now believe, or, at least, are slow to admit it to 
be probable, that so noble and persevering
